'In the early eighties I had a small company called Futuretronic dealing in chess 
computers. I'd seen that ordinary salesman simply couldn't sell chess computers 
because they didn't know whaf they were talking about, so I started Futuretronic and 
nas trie first to develop 'shops within a shops', taking space In House of Fraser stores 
(including Harrods) to sell the machines.'
